Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the remark filed on June 30 th , 2010. 

2. Applicant filed amendment with respect to drawing, Figure 4 and specification, 
Paragraph 0030, has now been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Page 3-7, filed June 30 th , 2010, with respect to claims 1-13 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 - 13 has now been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 13 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 13 are 
allowable with respect to the claim limitation where the force sensor includes a sensor axis and 
the lower sole is supported pivotally movably with the sensor axis of the force sensor. The 
primary prior art reference, Takenaka et al, US Pat No 5357433 in view of De Beaucourt et al , 
US Pat No 54241426, does not show the claim limitation where the force sensor includes a 
sensor axis and the lower sole is supported pivotally movably with the sensor axis of the force 
sensor.
